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SURVEY BILL FOR 
SCHOOLS OFFERED 
IN LEGISLATURE 


Funds to Provide for Large 
Expenditufe Over a 10- 
Year Period Would Be 
Obtained From Increased 


Taxes. 


GREATER AID FOR 
RURAL DISTRICTS 


While Larger Cities Will 
Get Some of Additional 
Revenue, They Will Pay 


$5,000,000 More a Year q 


in Levies.

JEFFERSON CITY,.Feb. 13.— 
The $100,000,000 public school bill, 
designed to carry-out in part rec- 
ommendations in the State Survey 
Commission's $192,000,000 program 
of expenditures for 10 years, was 
introduced in the Senate today by 
Senator Bales of Eminence and in 
the House by Representative Lang- 
don Jones of Kennett, the latter a 
member of the commission. 

The funds to provide for the ex- 
penditures would come from reve- 
nues derived from the tax increase 
bills pending in the Legisiature. 
The measure is essentially an act 
to provide greatly increased revc- 
nues for the rural and small town 
schoois without requiring increased 
efficiency in instruction. It offers 
some inducements for better school 
methods but does not require them, 

Jones, author of the measure, 
said he was preparing and soon 
would introduce another bill mak- 
ing provisions for greater efficien- 
cy in school administration. There 
is considerable doubt that such a 
measure will be passed, if for no 
other reason that there remains 
only slightly more than a month 
of the session of the Legislature 
and the bill has not even been wrilt- 
ten. 

Minimum Educational Standard. 

The main purpose of the bill in- 
troduced today is to create a mini- 
mum educational standard, not on 
the basis of efficiency of instruc- 
tion but on the basis of expendi- 
ture. 

It provides that each elementary 
school district in the State, with 
jevies of a school tax of 20 cents 
on the $100 valuation, shall reccive 
from the State sufficient money to 
provide $900 per teacher unit, the 
amount the State is to pay to be 
the difference between the revenue 
produced by the 20-cent tax, plus 
the amount the _ district received 
from fines and forfeitures, plus tho 
district's division of utility taxes 
and the amount required for $900 
per teacher unit. In high school 
districts the State contribution is to 
be the amount required for $1200 
per teacher unit. 

A district may increase the 
amount it receives from the State 
each two years by increasing its 
local school tax 5 cents until the 
local tax reaches 35 cents, after 
which there will be no greater con- 
tributions from the State. At that 
stage the standard would be $1500 
for each elenrentary teacher unit 
and $2000 for each high school 
teacher unit. 

$900 for One-Teacher School. 

Each one-teacher school in the 
State is considered a teacher unit 
and entitled to the amount neces- 
sary to provide $900 a year, but 
no district can step from the $900- 
$1200 class to a higher one unless 
it maintains a high school of either 
the first, second or third class. 

Each 22 pupils in districts hav- 
ing more than one teacher for 
grades one to eight and having a 
daily attendance of less than 465 
pupils will constitute a teacher 
unit, the number of pupils neces- 
sary to constitute a unit increasing 
as the attendance increases until in 
some schools the number is fixed 
at 35. A high school unit varies 
from 23 to 28, 

There is no limitation on the 
power of a district to levy a local 
tax of more than 20 cents, a dis- 
trict desiring a school of higher 
standard than the minimum fixed 
in the act being permitted to place 
its tax as high as it desires within 
the constitutional Nmitation. In 
distribution of this State money, 
however, the State will contribute 
only enough to provide for the 
minimum standard. 

Eight-Month Session Required. 

The one outstanding educational] 
improvement provided for in the 
act is a requirement that no dis. 
trict shall be entitled to contribu-

unless it shall have maintained at 
least an eight months’ school the 
previous year. 

The particular State aid contem- 
plated under this minimum stand- 
ard program is to be paid before 
any district will be permitted to 
reecive State aid under the gen- 
eral attendance apportionment act 
now in effect, and which will be 
continued. This prevents aid going 
to a district in which the 20 cent 
tax, plus the fines and forfeitures, 
plus the utility tax, provides suf- 
ficient revenue for the minimum 
standard. Such districts, of course, 
are the wealthy ones. 

After the State aid for the mini- 

mum standard is distributed, if 
there is any money remaining in 
the school fund, each enlarged or 
consolidated school district will re- 
ceive for a new school building 
$1000 for each building abandoned 
in the consolidation or enlarge- 
ment. 
Next there will be apportioned to 
each school district not receiving 
aid previously the regular teacher 
and attendance apportionment 
made under the existing law. 

Revenue From Large Cities. 

It is estimated in the annual re- 
port of State Superintendent of 
Schools Lee that if the bill passes 
that St. Louis will receive the first 
year approximately $387,000 of 
State aid, in addition to what it 
now receives, and that by 1938 the 
additional State aid will be ap- 
proximately $1,500,000. 

While this additional aid will go 
to St. Louis and in smaller amounts 
to the others of the larger cities of 
the State, virtually all of the rev- 
enue for all the additional aid 
granted the schools of the State as 
a whole will come from St. Louls, 
Kansas City and St. Joseph §tax- 
payers, as about §5 per cent of the 
income tax collections are in those 
citles. 

In other words, St. Louis income 
taxpayers and corporations will pay 
in an additional $5,000,000 or $6,- 
000,000 a year in taxes and will get 
back less than $400,000 more than 
it now gets from the State. 

Although the sentiment in the 
House is overwhelmingly for the 
Survey Commission program and 
the bills will pass there, sentiment 
in the Senate is by no means crys- 
tallized. The Senate Ways and 
Means Committee, which has the 
income tax bills and the corpora- 
tion franchise tax bill under consid- 
eration, is thought to be about 
evenly divided on them. 

An effort “will be made by op- 
ponents of the measures and by 
those favoring a modified program 
to amend the Survey Commission 
income tax bill by substitution of 
the straight 2 per cent tax recom- 
mended by Gov, Caulfield and in- 
corporated in a bill by Senator 
Clark, for the graduated tax pro- 
posed. 

Many Senators so far are taking 
no definite stand and probably will 
not do so until the bills come up 
for a vote in the executive session 
of the committee. At least, there 
can be no assurance at this time 
as to the attitude of a majority of 
the Senate.

VANDERBILT EXPLAINS 


MUSSOLIN INCIDENT 


Declares Pienie” Said After 
Hitting Child, ““Never Look 
g: Back, Always Ahead.”

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Feb, 13.— 
Cornelius Vanderbilt Jr., reputed 
source of a speech by Major- 
General .Smedley Butler calling 
Premier Mussolini a hit-and-run 
driver, told his story of the alleged 
incident today. - 

The story told by Butler, in 
which the Italian Premier was ac- 
cused of failing to stop after strik- 
ing a child with his automobile 
while taking Vanderbilt for a spin, 
resulted in an apology to Italy by 
the American Government. 

Vanderbilt, who previously had 
stated Butler received his informa- 
tion from a confidential source and 
had repeated the story inaccurately, 
gave the following version of the 
incident: 

“I was riding with Mussolini, 
who drove. <A small child ran in 
front of the machine at a sharp 
turn in the road and was hit. I 
looked back to see if the child were 
hurt: Mussolini placed his hand 
on my knee and said, ‘Never look 
back, Vanderbilt, always look ahead 
in life.’ ’’ 

“Now I’m wondering,” the pub- 
lisher said, “how Gen. Butler would 
feel if someone should violate a 
confidence as he did and repeat 
what he himself said at that meet- 
ing.”’ 

The meeting referred to by Van- 
derbilt took place at the Affiliated 
Lecture Bureau in New York. 

“The Butler courtmartial may be 
at an end in Washington,” Vander- 
bilt continued, “But as far as I am 
concerned there’s still a lot to be 
cleared. 

“The General credited me with 
saying Mussolini killed a_ child 
while motoring and that he drove 
on, remarking, ““What is one life in 
the affairs of state?’’ 


FINDING OF SKULL REVIVES

Purpose of the Anco Concern. 

The relationship of the Anco 
Investment Co. to the firm of Lor- 
enzo E. Anderson & Co., a subject 
of speculation since the brokerage 
house was suspended from four 
stock exchanges on Jan. 22, was 
publicly explained today for the 
first time in a statemient by 
Charles Nagel, attorney for Rand 
and his associates. 

Nagel said the purpose of the 
company was to lend money to the 
brokerage house for operating cap- 
ital. As has been explained by the 
Post-Dispatch, this enabled hold- 
ers of Anco stock to participate in 
the profits of the investment house, 
through returns on its loans, with- 
out becoming its partners, and thus 
assuming personal liability in case 
ofa failure. Nagel said that 69 per 
cent of the Anco stock was held by 
the partners of L. E. Anderson & 
Co. 

Rand put. $60,000 into the in- 
vestment company, according to 
Nagel, and Andrew Johnson $35,- 
000. Jackson Johnson is under- 
stood to have invested $50,000 in 
the company before his death. 


Statement by Nagel. 
Nagel’s statement follows: 
“Since Jan. 16 a group of earn- 

est men has been working con- 
stantly and untiringly to reach a 
solution of the financial difficul- 
ties of L; E. Anderson & Co. 

“This group was made up of the 
company’s large creditors, includ- 
ing banks as well as individuals; 
and the harmonious co-operation 
of that group has resulted in a def- 
inite plan out of which it is hoped 
all obligations of L. E. Anderson 
& Co. will be paid in full. 

“As Mr. Frank C. Rand has said 
in an earHer statement, it was nec- 
essary after the concern went into 
the hands of receivers to await the 
completion of the audit before fur- 
ther steps could be taken. 

“The desire to have the audit 
made exhaustive and altogether re- 
liable, necessarily involved some 
delay. It is now finished and 
shows the concern is substantially 
solvent so far as the interest of 
creditors is concerned. This con- 
clusion, however, presupposes the 
chance to have a normal! business- 
like liquidation of the affairs. 

“Accordingly, the plan provides 
for $2,000,000—a sum large enough

“Well, we drove over to Jefferson 
City and went to the Prosecuting 
Attorney's office.” There was a 
pause. Presently Ittner resumed, 
“That's enough, I'm going to take 
it all back.

In his ss idealnia to the ntver- 
sity authorities, Ittner said that in 
order to identify himself as ‘““Hue- 
gel,” the initials “L. H. " were 
pasted in his hat and a card bear- 
ing the name “Lawrence Huegel, ” 
placed in his pocketbook. 

Asked why he made an affi-

Prosecuting Attorney Sevier has 
been confident since he talked to 
Ittner for the first time that he 
was an imposter. He refused Itt- 
ner’s request for return of the affi- 
davit last Monday. The affidavit, 
in addition ‘o identifying Ittner as 
“Lawrence Huegel,” stated that he 
had received the proceeds of the 
first check except $8 which he had 
borrowed from Rens. This corrob- 
orated Rens’ previous statement 
when asked about the indorsement 
of the check. 

One suspicious circumstance was 
the address given by Ittner, who 
said he had lived at 1410 State 
street in Chicago until. coming to 
St. Louis six months ago. This is 
in the business district. When he 
asked that the affidavit be re- 
turned, Sevier said he was certain 
his name was not Huegel.

Garner Says Enactment of Petro- 
leum Tariff at This Session

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—At 
the opening of hearings by the 
House Ways and Means Commi%- 
tee on bills to protect the oil in- 
dustry, Democratic Leader Garner 
said today the enactment of a pe- 
troleum tariff before Congress ad- 
journs was impossible. 

“An embargo is all we can con- 
sider,” he held, after Chairman 
Hawley had announced considera- 
tion of oil proposals would precede 
all other embargo measures, Gar- 
ner advocated some action at this 
session, because “‘there is cause for 
action.” 

Representative Garber (Rep.), 
Oklahoma, opened testimony for 
the independents, whom he said 
were “united in their support” of 
the Capper-Garber bill to limit oil 
imports to 16,000,000 barrels an- 
nually until the close of 1933. 

Representative Bacharach 
(Rep.), New Jersey, suggested the 
bill be referred to the State De- 
partment to determine whether it 
contravenes any treaty with regard 
to trade restrictions.

House Democrats Block 
Amendments to Transfer 
Control of State Printing

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 13.— 
The Hammett bill to transfer the 
authority to designate one news- 
paper in each county to publish 
constitutional amendments and ini- 
tiative and referendum proposals 
from Secretary of State Becker to 
the County Courts of the counties 
was ordered engrossed in the House 
of Representatives today. 

The measure, if passed, will de- 
prive Becker of a power which he 
has used to build up a strong po- 
litical machine in the State. 

Several days ago the Democrats 
of the House caucused on the bill 
and when it was taken up this 
morning voted as a unit for it. The 
Republicans were divided, some 
supporting Becker, others opposing 
him, 

The Democrats would permit no 
amendments touching the merits of 
the bill, though several were of- 
fered from the Republican side. 
One by Representative Whitaker 
(Rep.), Hickory County, sought to 
require the submission of bids for 
the printing and to require County 
Courts to accept the lowest bids of 
newspapers of general circulation. 
The Democrats, however, refused 
to accept the amendment. 
fect would have been to reduce 
materially the cost of publication, 
which in some elections runs as 
high as $300,000. Hammett said 
the purpose of the bill was merely 
to change the authority for desig- 
nating the newspapers, and that no 
attempt was being made te change 
the legal publication rate, 

The measure should be ready for 
passage in the House early next 
week, and, because it is a caucus 
measure, its passage is certain. It 
will then go to the Senate for ac- 
tion.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 13.— 


Efforts of the House of Represen- 


tatives to relieve political unem- 
ployment among the friends and 
relatives of the Lexgislators have 
progressed to a point where the 
House now has a force of 466 
clerks, janitors, doorkeepers, as- 
sistant doorkeepers and miscellane- 
ous other employers on the legisla- 
tive payroll. 

The Senate has not burdened its 
payroll so heavily, the roster of 
employes in the Upper House show- 
ing a total of 203. The Senate 
clerical committee has shown a dis- 
position to hold down the number 
of clerical appointments, a policy 
which has not been followed in 
former sessions when the Senate 
clerical forces equalled those of the 
Heuse. 

Both Houses are controlled by 
Democratic majorities. MB several 
recent sessions the Senate has been 
Democratic and the House Repub- 
lican.

The clerks and other legislative 
employes are paid from $3.50 to 
$5 a day, depending upon the na- 
ture of the duties to which they 
are assigned, if they have been as- 
signed.

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TAKES POISON TO END 
BROKEN WAR ROMANCE 


Col. De Courcey Browne, Mil- 
lionaire Importer, in Seri- 
ous Condition. 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post- 

NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—Col. de 
Courcey Browne, 48 years old, 
metallurgical engineer and militon- 
aire manganese importer, yester- 
day tried suicide as the way out of 
domestic difficulties with his wife, 
the former Paula Lautier, which 
have kept them involved in litiga- 
tion the last year and a half. He 
swallowed five tablets of poison 
and is in a serious condition in 
Bellevue Hospital. 

This climax in a romance that 
had its beginning in Paris while 
Col. Browne .was serving overseas 
in the World War, occurred in the 
importer’s room at Hotel Mont- 
clair, where he has lived six or 
seven weeks. 

Mrs. Browne called on him in 
the afternoon with her attorney, 
Isador Bregoff, and she and the 
lawyer endeavored to have Browne 
sign certain legal papers, the exact 
vature of which police did not 
learn. He steadfastly refused and 
about 4:30 o'clock, wearied = a‘ 
their persistence, excused himse!/ 
and went into the bath room, A 
few moments later he came out 
and held up a vial. 

Tells of Taking Poison. 
“I’ve just taken five of these,” 
he said. “Now go ahead and cail 
@ doctor if you want to.” 

Hotel authorities were notified 
and a policeman, who was called, 
administered first aid until a doc- 
tor arrived from city hospital. It 
may be two or three days, it was 
said, before it is known definitely 
whether Browne will recover. 
In one of Browne's pockets po- 
lice found a note which contained 
his summary of the war romance. 
“To whom it may concern,” the 
note read, “I still love my wife, but 
she ran away with my friend 
Pierce. She is also a gold digger. 
God bless my three children.” 
The Pierce mentioned is thought 
to be Walter Bryant Pierce, a for- 
mer Wall street broker. whom 
Browne sued for $250,000 in the 
fall of 1929, charging alienation of 
his wife's affections. Mrs. Pierce, 
a grand-daughter of the late Rich- 
ard C. Kerens, American Ambas- 
sador to Austria, had previously 
brought a separation action, charg- 
ing her husband had deserted her 
to join Mrs. Browne in Paria. 
Her Firat 

Mrs. Browne, a native of France, 
first married Jacques Lautier, who 
was killed in action during the 
early years of the war as a soldicr 
in the French Army. A few years 
later in Paris she met Browne, who 
had worked his way up from pri- 
vate. to Colonel. They were mar- 
ried in New York in 1919. ‘They 
have three children, Mimi, Denise 
and Elaine, who are living § in 
France. 
A few weeks after hé had 
brought action against Pierce, 
Browne sued his wife for separa- 
tion, charging she had cabled him 
from Paris saying she would get a 
divorce there so she could marry 
Pierce. She had told him, he said, 
she loved the broker and intended 
to remain with him. 
Subsequently the Brownes came 
to some sort of agreement, effect- 
ed out of court, but recently this 
truce was broken. The negotia- 
tions in the hotel room yesterday 
were thought to have been another 
move in their attempts to straight- 
en out their difficulties.

The Citizens’ Committee on Re- 
lief and Employment anticipates 
that demands on its resources this 
month and next will be at least 35 
per cent greater than in January 
and that an expefiditure of about 
$150,000 will pe required for mate- 
rial relief during the two months. 

“The committee is adding to its 
burden every day without being 
able to drop any appreciable part 
of the load,” Mrs. E. H. Steedman) 
chairman of the relief division, re- 
ported. “The net increase from 
day tot day is considerable. New 
groups of unemployed who have 
kept going on savings or credit are 
being forced to appeal to the rom- 
mittee. More than half of those 
now asking relief have never before 
been known to a social agency. 

“Or there is one fact that stands 
out clearly, it is that the Citizens’ 
Committee is engaged in a job 
which is going to last a long time. 
There could be no more serious er- 
ror than to assume that the pass- 
ing of winter will mean an imme- 
diate change for the better, so far 
as the need for relief is concerned.” 
In an abnormal period like the 
present, Mrs. Steedman said, the 
season has comparatively little to 
do with the need. The mild winter 
has reduced fuel to a relatively 
minor item in relief budgets, she 
said, but the demand for costly 
items, food and shelter, is increas- 
ing. 

“The increase will continue for 
some time,” Mrs. Steedman said, 
“no matter how soon business con- 
ditions ‘turn the corner.’ It is the 
invariable experience of relief giv- 
ing organizations following periods 
of depression that a decrease in 
the need of assistance lags many 
weeks behind business recovery. 


The unemployed are now exhaust- 


ing their resources in such large 
numbers that even a rapid pick-up 
in busines: will not halt the proc- 
ess for some time.’

WASHINGTON § Feb. 13. Presi. 
dent Hoover declared in a Lincoln 
day address last night that the 
dominant problem ih the American 
form of Government today “re- 
volved about the relationship of 
Federal, State and local - govern=- 
ments. . 

Speaking over ‘the radio from the 
White House study, the President 
warned that increased Federal 
powers “can lead but te the super- 
state where every man becomes the 
servant of the State and real lib- 
erty is lost.”” Such a state, he said, 
was not the kind of government 
Abraham Lincoln sought’to build. 
Referring to the economic situa- 
tion, he said: “Never before in a 
great depression has there been so 
systematic a protection against dis- 
tréss; never before has there been 
so little social disorder; never'be- 
fore has there. been: such an out- 
pouring of the spirit of self sacri- 
fice and of service.” 
He declared’ that “victory over 
this depression and over our other 
difficulties, will be won by the res- 
lution of our people to fight their 
own battles in their own commun- 
ities, by stimulating their ingenuity 
to solve their own problems, by 
taking new courage to be masters 
of their own destinies in the strug- 
gle of life.. This is not the easy 
way, but it is the American way. 
And it was Lincoln’s way,”’ 


Text of Address, 
The text of the President’s ad- 
dress follows: 
“By the magic of the radio I am 
able to address several ,hundred 
public gatherings called this eve- 
ning throughout our country in 


ham Lincoln. It is appropriate 
that I should speak from this room 
in the White House where Lincoln 
strived and accomplished his great 
service to Our country. 
‘His invisible presence dominates 
these hails, ever recalling that in- 
finite patience and that indomif- 
able will which fought and Won the 
fight for those firmer foundations 
and greater strength to government 
by the people. From these windows 
he looked out upon that great 
granite shaft which was then in 
construction to mark the country’s 
eternal tribute to the courage and 
uncompromising strength of the 
founder of this Union of States. 
“Here are the very chairs in 
which he meditated upon his prob- 
lems. Above the mantelpiece hangs 
his portrait with his Cabinet, and 
upon this fireplace is written: ‘In 
this room Abraham Lincoln signed

“If Lincoln were living, he would | 
find that this race of liberated 
slaves, starting a new life without 
a shred but the clothes in which 
they stood, without ‘education, with.

own endeavors ‘progPessed to an 
amazingly high level. of self-reli- 
ance and wejl-being. To Lincoln it 
would have been ipecredible that 
within a lifetime the millions of 
children of these slaves would be 
graduating from the public schools 
and colleges, that the’ race could 
have builded itself homes and ac- 
cumulated itself a wealth in lands 
and savings; that it should haye 
carried on with success every call- 
ing and profession in our country. 

“While the dramatic period of 
Lincoln's life was engrossed with 
these tremendous problems, yet he 
was a man of many interests. He 
was a believer in party govern- 
ment. - He realized, as we also must 
realize, that fundamefitally our 
whole self-government is conceived 
and born of majority rule, and to 
enable the majority to express it- 
self we must have party organiza- 
tion. Lincoln led in founding the 
Republican party and he gloried in4 
his party. His tradition has domi- 
nated it to this day. It was and 
is a party of responsibilty; it was 
and is a party of the Constitution. 

Lincoln on Today’s Issues. 


“While many of the issues of 
that time are dead and gone,,some 
of our present problems * were 
equally vivid in his day. -You will 
find Lincoln addressing the ‘coun- 
try in strong and urgent support of 
the protective tariff, with vivid 
declamation agaiyst the party op- 
posing that policy. You will find 
him advocating Federal Governh- 
ment aid in internal development 
of waterways, rivers and harbors, 
and transportation. You will find 
him pounding at the public mind 
against nullification and for adher- 
ence to constitutional processes of} 
government.

tending that lower prices of whéat 
and flour had been fully reflected 
in the cost.of bread. 

Frank W. Wheeler, assistant to 
the resident of the Great Atlantic 
and Pacific Tea Co., said the gen- 
eral level of food prices had de- 
clined 15 per cent in little more 
than a year and that the company 
was selling bread it manufactured 
for 12 to 14 per cent less. 


Reduction in Bread. o- 


The average price of a pound 
loaf of bread manufactured and 
sold by his chain, Wheeler said, 
was 5.52 cents. This, he added, was 
a reduction from 6.14 last year. 
The total cost of this bread, he 
added, is 4.11, leaving a- gross 
profit of 1.4 cents a loaf, out of 
which the overhead at the stores 
must be paid. 

He said the Atlantic & Pacific 
stores made from 2% to 3 per cent 
profit on gross sales. Profits in 
1930 were 2.81 per cent as com- 
pared with 2,52 in the two years 
previous, he added. 

Testifying regarding ,ether food 
products, he said they bought 
brown sugar for less than granu- 
lated, but sold it for more because 
of the low turnover. 

Meat profits, on which the com- 
pany averaged a gross profit of 
22.8 per cent, have dropped ma- 
terially, Wheeler said, and sirloin 
steak which sold for 52 cents a 
pound last year, is now selling for 
46; fresh ham for 25 instead of 
29; bacon 36 instead of 37, and 
hens for 32 instead of 38.

Here 
the metry Count looks out from his tower 
of ivory “upon the nations surrounding the 
School of Wisdom, and judges them not 
without justice, bitterness and humor. 

He tolerates England, for though he rates 
its people as the dullest on earth, he ad-- 
mires tts leaders as the highest existing de- 
velopment of the human beast. “Nowhere 
can fine and profound souls be found. in 
equal number.” He admires England’s 
freedom of thought and action, its amiable 
acceptance of idiosyncrasies and heresies 
that conform to all the conventions; never 
has liberty been so different from license. 

The schools, by placing character above 
knowledge, have produced not pedants and 
scribes, but rulers and men. The result is 
a unique type, alien and unintelligible to the 
Continent, ahd all the world away from the 
boisterous and communicative American. 
But the result is also a strangely unintellec- 
tual species. The British “gentleman is

Julian Huxley was commissioned, by 
the Colonial Office Advisory Com- 
mittee on National Education. ~ to 
make a survey of the schools in 
Uganda, Kenya, Tanganyika and 
Zanzibar, with a view-to advising 
the committee on certain aspects of 
native education. Here he reports 
the results of his survey; but being 
both a scientist and a philosopher, 
his report is of necessity concerned 
with far.more than the native 
schoo}s, for he takes into considera- 
tion the many influences that bear 
upon educational problems in that 
vast territory, with the result that 
the interest of the study ranges 
from geology to biology, ‘social an- 
thropology, economics, social and 
political theory. But the author 
employs his erudition neither for 
display nor in such a manner as to 
appeal only to experts; he uses it 
only asa means of appreciating and 
understanding the human prob‘ems 
involved, and he presents it with 
masterly simplicity. and clarity. 
Often in reading travel books one 
feels that the author must have 
missed a great deal that would be of 
vital interest to the reader. Far 
from feeling so in reading Huxley's 
“Africa View,” one constantly won- 
ders that any man could have been 
understandingly aware of so much 
in so long a journey made 4n_ s0 
brief atime. It is a most unassum- 
ing book, written in the easy, off- 
hand manner 
subject, who is interested ont in 
what he is saying and not at all ea- 
ger to impress wiis readers. Not 
only in the wealth of knowledge 
that it presents, but in its unobtru- 
sive wisdom “Africa View” is truly 
an extraordinary book.

Lioyd George had the Labor 
benches cheering him more en- 
thuskastically than they have 


cheered their own leaders for many 
months. He began by ironically 
congratulating MacDonald on the 
quality of the Tory opposition. 


Their remedy, he said, is protec- 


tion. 
“Well, that isn’t a great success 
in Germany and the United States,” 


he added. “In the United States 
they’re using the word § starva- 
tion.”’ 


Lioyd George then harked back 
to his radical pre-war days, de- 
nouncing the moneyed interests of 
Great Britain under the usual 
phrase here of “the city,” which 
is equivalent to the American 
phrase ‘‘Wall street.” 

He said: “I want to urge the 
Government not to be frightened 
by the City of London. The City 
of London has been invariably 
wrong. The advice they gave us, 
then the Conservative Government, 
and at the present moment was 
wrong. Deflation wag a mistake 
and had an undoubtedly injurious 
effect on our industries, A 


Rakes Debt Settlement. 
“The next mistake was the set- 
tlement of the American debt. 
That was City advice. .Precipitate 
establishment of the gold standard 
was another mistake which wun- 
doubtedly dealt a staggering blow 
to our export trade. 

“And now they are using all 
their tremendous influence to re- 
strict the raising of money for na- 
tional development. They have 
been wrong évery time. 

“A large part of the ~ fresent 
world depression is due to the mis- 
handling of the monetary question 
on the advice of the money barons. 
They not merely advised, but they 
established, a veto upon every pro- 
posal for national development. 
We got rid of the veto of the 
Lords. Let us take care we do 
not establish a more sordid one. 

“The City has always. been 
against a progressive program. 
They were always tolerant of a re- 
actionary 'government.” 


Jady Astor Favors New Steady of 


Debt Issue, | 

LONDON, Feb. 13.—Lady Astor 
lined up with those who are seek-

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American erse—is in favor of 
a policy of moratorium, but the 
Middle West has not come over 
and is still in favor of our policy’ 
of 1920-—that the Germans must 


pay.”

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 13.—His 
flying feet tucked into the same 
pair of shoes that had carried Ray 
Conger to triumph in the Overton 
Memorial mile scarcely 10 minutes 
before, Seraphin Martin of France 
pounded over the boards in the 
flag-bedecked Arena tast night to 
win the famous Meadowbrook 660 
and score the first victory of his 
American track campaign. 

Conger, mile champion of the 
United States, put on another of 
his last lap sprints to take the first 
of the feature events of the Mead- 
owbrook Club's sixteenth annual 
indoor carnival, turning back a sur- 
prising challenge by Carl Coan of 
the University of Pennsylvania, to 
get home four yards in front. He 
received a tremendous ovation from 
the crowd of 7000. 

Almost before the cheers died 
away he camped down beside the 
track, pulled off his shoes and 
handed them to Martin. about to 
go to the post in the 660. Martin, 
in his first race here at Madison 
Square Garden last Saturday, had 
much trouble with his brand-new 
pair of indoor running shoes, suf- 
fering injuries to two toes. Conger, 
hearing of his difficulty, and wear- 
ing the same size, offered to allow 
him to use his well broken-in pair. 
Martin accepted the offer. 

Close to Record Time. 

The borrowed brogans served 
the Parisian who holds the world’s 
$00-meter record admirably. He 
ran his own race to win in the 
sizzling time of 1:22 4-10, one and 
one-tenth seconds behind the rec- 
ord but remarkably fast going for 
the slow 12-lap oval. 

Martin had an advantage of eight 
yards at the end, with Blake sec- 
ond and Blanchard third. Jim 
Kennedy of Newark was fourth 
and Dr. Paul Martin of Switzer- 
land, an added starter, a lagging 


fifth. 
Martin’s performance was & 
great one, but could not over- 


shadow that of Conger in the pre- 
ceding event. There were four en- 


tered besides the slender, hand- 
some schoolmaster from lowa— 
Gene Venzke, Carl Coan, Frank 
Nordell and Nelson Freer. Coan 


furnished the fireworks. 

Content to pound around in third 
place until close to the end, with 
Venzke the pace setter and Con- 
ger right at his heels, Coan, Penn 
junior, started to spurt at the bell 
circuit. He and Venzke blocked 
off Conger, but Ray shot around 
the outside of the track, almost 
brushing the side wall. Shooting 
along with his tremendous stride, 
he went to the fore, with Coan 
making a battle of it, but dropping 
back until four yards behind at 
the finish. 

Miss Walsh Ties Record, 

Aside from these two races. the 
other big occurences of the Mea- 
dow brook fiesta of the boards. were 
the equaling by Stella Walsh of the 
world's 40-yard dash mark; two 
successes in the relays by the Penn 
quartet and one by Manhattan Col- 
lege and the return to form that 
enabled Ira Singer, N. Y. U. sopho- 
more, to take the sprint special at 
40 yards. 

Stella Walsh, fastest feminine 
human, charged down the straight- 
away in the 40 in 5 2-10s, equal- 
ing the standard set up by Rosa 
Grosse in 1927 and equaled by 
Miss Walsh and Mary Carew last 
year, She beat Alice Monk, 16- 
year-old Newark miss, with a drive 
through the last 20 yards by a 
scant foot. Miss Walsh later won 
the 220-yard dash in 26:68, George 
Spitz, competing in a handicap 
high jump, started from scratch 
and placed second with a leap of 6 
feet 4% inches. Bill Newkirk of 
Penn had a 4-inch advantage and 
won with a 6 foot 2 inch jump.

New York-Vatican City 
| Radio Interview; Marconi — 
Hints at New Invention 


Wireless Pioneer Answers Many Questions in 
Test in Connection With Opening 
a _ of Papal Station. ’ 


(Copyright. 1931.) 
Fy the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 13.—An im- 
portant, development is near, its 
nature so far not disclosed. Gugliel- 
mo Marconi has indicated in the 
first radio interview ever conduct- 


ed between New York and Vatican 
City. 

Responding to questions put to 
him over a 3500-mile short-wave 
radio circuit, Marconi. hinted that 
another forward step was to be 
taken in wireless, to which he has 
contributed much since its earliest 
days. 

The question that elicited this 
information was: “What, in your 
opinion, is to be the next impor- 
tant development in radio?” 

To which he replied: “Well, I 
wish I could answer that impor- 
tant question. Perhaps if I could, 
I am not sure that I would broad- 
cast it.” 

He added that on 4 ~proposed 
visit to America next fall “I may 
be able to say something more.” 

Wide Range of Subjects. 

A wide range of radio subjects 
was touched upon by the Senator, 
including the statement that power 
transmission by radio was possible 
“put in an extremely inefficient 
manner.” 

The interview was made possible 
through the co-operation of. the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co. and the 
new Vatican City station, HVJ, 
which Marconi donated to the Vat- 
ican. 

Technical arrangements, which 
included the use of the General 
Electric transmitter W2XAF, Sche- 
nectaady, on 31.48 meters, were 
made by Charles W. Horn, general 
engineer of NBC. This station car- 
ried the voice of the interviewer, 
an Associated Press correspondent, 
to Vatican City. 

Marconi attended the details at 
HVJ, which was then using 50.3 
meters and which was received over 
the RCA experimental short wave 
station at Riverhead, L. I. 

Two wire linc. connected the lab- 
oratory in the NBC headquarters to 
the receiving and transmitting sta- 
tions. Therc was a microphone in 
one corner of the laboratory, with 
a loud speaker on the other side of 
the room reproducing the voice of 
Marconi. 

Just like talking on an ordinary 
telephone, questions and answers 
passed back anJ forth as if the two 
were in the same room. The inter- 
view was made in conjunction with 
the preliminary tests that preceded 
the inauguration of HVJ by Pope 
Pius XI. 

Describes Pope’s Radio Station, 
The interview, in part, follows: 
Q. To start, will you please give 

a brief description of HVJ? A. 
It is a Marconi short wave broad- 
cast transmitter employing power 
modulation and about 10 kilowatts 
in the aerial. 

Q. What improvements does it 
incorporate to make the signals so 
readable? <A. I believe that’ the 
results obtained are chiefly due to 
the use of a new aerial, which as- 
sures «% uniform current distribu- 
tion over its entire vertical length, 
and also from the stea:liness of our 
carrier which is controlled by our 
recently developed tube oscillator 
circuit—and. possibly also to the 
care we have taken to perfect our 
modulation equipment. We were 
also fortunate to have been given 
a free hand by the Vatican author- 
ities; and I think also due to the 
fact that’ we were not tied down 
by rules and specifications. It is 
much better when one has a free 
hand than when one is tied down 
to data by some red tape imposed 
by government officials and by 
gentlemen who understand less 
about it than they should. 

Q. How soon do you think tele- 
vision will be practical? <A. Tele- 
vision, as you know, is the highest 
grade in the art of communication 
and it is rapidly benefitting from 
the improvements made in. the 
lower grades of the art—telephonic 
and rapid picture transmission. | 
think that when ihe lutter are fur- 
ther perfected we may be close to 
practical television.

According to tests that have been 
made at the Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics of the Department of Agri- 
culture in Washington, the best re- 
sults in cooking a roast of lamb are 
obtained by roasting in a hot oven 
—450 to 475 degrees—for 30. min- 
utes, then reducing the meat to 
300 degrees, or a slow oven, and 
cooking until ten@er. A shoulder 
roast or a leg roast of four to five 
pounds will take two and one-half 
to three hours’ cooking at these 
temperatures. Use an open roast- 
ing pan, baste the meat frequent- 
ly, but do not add water. 

Broccoli is increasing in popular- 
ity as a winter vegetable, and is 
usually best liked when served 
with a Hollandaise sauce. A very 
good mock Hollandaise that is less 
rich, less expensive and much 
easier to make is suggested in this 
week’s menu. The recipe for it is 
given in the weekly group. 

Shrimp salad made from canned 
or fresh cooked shrimp is used for 
Sunday night. One can of wet 
shrimp mixed with one cup diced 
celery and two siiees of canned 
pineapple will make four servings. 
Home cooks who have not tried the 
combination of shrimp and pine- 
apple before this will like It. The 
remainder of the can of-pineapple 
may be used for Monday's lunch- 
eon salad. 

Monday’s meals niay be made up 
mostly of the leftovers froin Sun- 
day. The cold lamb may be used 
for stew with potatoes, carrots, 
onions, parsley and small yellow 
turnips. If there is still some lamb 
remaining it may be used in stuff- 
ing the eggplant that makes the 
main course on Tuesday night. 
The combination of eggplant and 
lamb is of Armenian or Syrian or'i- 
gin end is deserving of more use 
on American tables. Since vege- 
tables will make up the larger part 
of Tuesday's dinner, a hearty dcs- 
sert in the shape of cottage pud- 
ding with butterscotch sauce is 
tuggecsted. Many people who claim 
that they soon become hungry 
again‘ after a vegetable meal, will 
find that eating a hearty desse-t 
will get them over this difficulty. 

Eggs are cheap enough to be 
used more plentifully now, and 
their high food value makes them 
nm valuable part of our food supply. 
They are most useful tn breakfast 
and luncheon menus, but they en- 
ter also into the making of many 
dinner desserts, sauces and gar- 


nishes. Caramel custard for ex- 
ample, such as is suggested for 
Saturday night, and the cream 


cherry tarts for Friday night, as 
well as the chocolate bread pud- 
ding and the cottage pudding, are 
desserts that call for the use of 
eges.

This is 
remembered when others are for- 
gatten. In today’s column it seems 
a good idea to mention several such 
dishes that have won distinction, 
and also to give some suggestions 
for combinations that have proved 
successful and that are just a bit 
different from the usual run. 
Stuffed Mushrooms, * 
Stuffed mushrooms will make a 
delicious luncheon dish for the 
bridge club, or be equally good for 
Sunday night supper. 
Use even sized, large ones for the 
dish, allowing a pound for four 
servings. Remove the.stems and 
peel the caps. Chop the stems, re- 
serve two tablespoons of them, and 
put the rest in a saucepan with the 
peelings and two cups boiling wa- 
ter. Cover and cook slowly for 30 
minutes. Mix three-quarter cup 
chopped canned chicken, lobster, 
shrimp, or crab meat with one 
tablespoon lemon juice, fill the 
mushroom caps with this and place 
them in a buttered shallow pan. 
Cook in a very modérate oven—325 
degrees—for 20 minutes. 
Melt three tablespoons butter in 
pan, add half a green pepper, cut 
in fine shreds, and the chopped 
mushroom stems that were put 
aside. Cook for two or three min- 
utes, stir in three tablespoons flour 
and when blended stir in the strain- 
ed mushroom stock and two table- 
spoons cream. Stir until thickened. 
Place the stuffed, baked mush- 
room caps on slices of toast, al- 
lowing about four to a portion, 
pour the sauce over them and serve 
with a watercress and orange sal- 
ad, crips rolls and sweet wafer- 
meton pickle. 
Frozen cheese and pinapple is 
simple with a mechanical refriger- 
ator. It makes a strong appeal to 
an afternoon or evening bridge 
group, or as a luncheon dessert 
salad.

Because of this much 
of the bugaboo of indigestibility 
that was attached to cheese has 
disappeared, for cheese in itself is 
not indigestible. It is a concen- 
trated food, however, and when, as 
formerly, it was simply added to 
@ meal already rich in fats and 
starches trouble was nearly always 
bound to start, 

There are 80 many types of 
cheese that are to be had, that 
there is just about a flavor for 
every taste. And they do vary 
decidedly in flavor, ranging from 
the mild cream cheese to the strong 
camembert and the oderiferous, 
limberger. The kind used depends 
largely on individual taste and on 
price. Generally for most cook- 
ing purposes cheddar or American 
cheese is used. Swiss is another 
popular variety, that can be used 
in some cooked dishes. Edam 
cheese that looks like a hard red 
ball, comes from Holland; Camem-; 
bert from France; Parmesan cheese 
that is so good with spaghetti is 
sent from Italy, and the strong and 
smelly limburger comes from Ger> 
many. 

Whatever the kind of cheese, it 
all has the same foundat’ »n—name- 
ly the curd of milk. Mostly this is 
cow’s milk, though other varieties 
are sometimes used, especially in 
foreign countries. : : 

The curd of milk contains a very 
large percentage of protein and is 


= 


calcium, which is so important in 
bone growth and development. 

The amount of fat in cheese 
varies with the kind; when it is 
made from whole milk, it is about 
the same as in milk. 

All cheese is high in food value, 
but it lacks the bulk wecessary in a 
well balanced diet. For that reason 
combine it with vegetables, use it 
with salads and with starchy foods 


When it makes the main part of a 
meal it is generally best to include 
in the meal a green salad or some 
raw vegetable such as shredded 


Swiss cheese is good in combina- 
tion with spinach, white sauce and 
boiled or poached eggs; or with rice 
mixed with cream sauce, then cov- 
ered with thin slices of the cheese 
and baked. 

Parmesan cheese is best with any 
of the spaghetti dishes, also with 
onion or cabbage soup and with 
rissoto, which is a mixture of rice, 
tomatoes, onions or garlic, green 
pepper and meat stock. 

It is in luncheon or supper dishes 
that cheese is most popular, as it 
takes the place of meat. Rarebits 
of various kinds, toasted sand- 
wiches, cheese fondu, souffle or 
timbales, rice, macaroni of spaghet- 
ti with a cheese sauce, vegetables 
scalloped with cheess, cheese cro- 
quettes, and cheese in combination 
with fruits or vegetables in salads 
are all ways of using this whole- 
some, nutritious and flavorful food 
in our daily menus.

Braised Endive. 
Wash one pound of endive, trim 
off any discolored or bruised leaves 
and drain. Melt two tablespoons 
butter in a heavy frying pan, put in 
the endive with three tablespoons 
water and sprinkle with one-half 
teaspoon salt. Cover closely and 
cook slowly for 30 to 35 minttes, 
or until the endive is tender. Do 
not add «more water, but watch 
carefully the last few minutes of 
cooking to prevent burning. For 
a rich, full flavor use one-half 
cup chicken stock instead of water. 
Serve with any juice that may be 
left in the pan. 

Stewed Romaine. 
Wash a large head of romaine 
and separate the leaves. Break or 
cut the leaves in several pieces each 
and drain thoroughly. Melt three 
tablespoons of butter im a sauce- 
pan, add a pin-point of garlic anda 
small onion sliced very thin. Cover 
and cook slowly for five minutes. 
} Add the romaine, three-fourths cup 
| boiling water and one-half teaspoon 
salt. Cover and cook for 25 min- 
utes.
